rangements 
of 
course 
Milking 
platforms 
and 
milk 
houses 
which 
would 
need 
to

replaced

frequently at considerable 
cost 
Essentials 
frequently 
overlooked 
in 
all 
communities 
including 
this 
valley 
are those pertaining to clean ¬ 
liness and such handling of 
milk as 
will permit 
the creamery to 
make 
high 
grade 
butter 
Tluse include 
clean corrals cheap milk platform- 
surrounded 
bv alfalfa 
and 
grain 
rather 
than 
duslv 
manure 
laden 
corrals and 
located 
sime distance 
from 
the feeding 
corral 
Use of 
covered 
buckets careful 
strain 
ing and quick 
cooling of 
milk 
A 
covered 
bucket 
without strainer 
and cloth 
is preferable 
to the old 
so called 
sanitary 
buckets 
cov- 
ered

Quick cooling

end came in the twenty 
--sixth round 
The fight probnbly has no parallel 
in the histoiy of ring 
battles 
For 
twenty rounds Johnson punched and 
pounded 
Willard 
at will 
but 
his 
blows giew 
perceptably less power- 
ful

as the fight progressed 
until at 
last be seemed 
unable or 
unwilling 
to go on 
Johnson 
stopped 
leading 
and for 
three or four rounds the battle 
be 
tyyeen the 
two 
big men 
yvas little 
more 
than a series of 
plastic puses 
of white or black gladiatois 
So it 
was until 
the twenty fifth 
round 
yvhen Willard got one of 
his widely 
syvinging 
windmill 
right hand 
smashes to Johnsons heart 
This

end 
When the round closed John 
son sent word 
to 
his yvife 
that he 
yvas all in nnd told her to 
stnrt for 
home 
She yvas on her 
yvay out and 
yvas passing the ring in the twenty 
sixth round 
yvhen a stinging left to 
the body nnd a cyclone 
right to the 
jayv caused 
Johnson 
to crumble to 
the floor of 
the ring where 
he lay 
partly outside 
the 
ropes 
until the 
referee 
counted 
ten and 
hed up 
Willards hand in token of his neyviv 
yvon laurels

Johnson
